I have received Form 5760, WRAPPER FOUND WITHOUT CWmm, from the New York 
Bulk A Foreign Mail Center, 80 County Hoad, Jersey City, N.J. 07097, filled in by 
J* Fatigante* 

"The contents'^ have not boon satisfactorily accounted for," and I v/ould liko 
thorn to bo because this does not appear to be a case of normal damage in the mails* 

The address© on Mr* Patigante's form i3 not coDiplete* It roads "Lady Stewart, 

Suite 404, 1697 Broadway, New York, N.Y* 10019* The wrapper, in the case a printed 
envelope, roads "Fir* Ernie Ebon, Care of" then the rest* 

Mr# Eban is a British film maker who is in the country preparing a documentary 
on the past decade, including political assassinations and thoir consequences* The 
title of this book that did not reach %• Kban is Whitewash IV: Top Secret JFK Assassi- 
n ation Transoy^nt a^r* Eban ordered it in a long phone conversation* Because the book 
did not reach him, %• Eban was forced to phone me again, & cost to 1dm, tmd I to take 
the book into the Greyhound station for rather expensive delivery to the New York 
terminal , whoro Hr* Kban picked it up. 

As a result of previous inquiry into non-dolivery of my books on political acisassi- 
nationa i have been told by postal inspectors that where an address is found on packages 
like those the contents are supposed to bo returned to that address* one case ihis 
has hap^xmed to me* This book does have my none and address printed in the correct place* 
It lias not boon returned* 

Moreover, the envelope part of v/hicli was returned has a facsimile of the cover 
printed 5 1/4 inches high, so identifying tlie wrapper with any book in the mail tdiould 
have been easy if fhe attempt was made* Bearing on this, the postal inspectors also told 
mo that regulations require the saving uf all undelivered paper for sale as scrap* Bo 
the book should have been kept* 

One of the troubling aspects in this case is that the remnant of envelope that was 
sent mo was cut, not tom* This is true of throe of the four irregular edges* Another is 
that the book should not have been in the bulk mail because I paid the extra postage for 
firat-clans* All the postage is not on the remnant returned to me but the crossing out of 
tho printed legend "Sx>ecinl Fourth Class Rate - Book," is visible* In addition, this 
which I think contained two books, was wrapped with reinforcing tap©. Farts of this tape 
around tho envelope three times in the shorter dimension aro visible - and visibly cut# I 
am fairly certain I had tho edges reinforced with onc~inoh paper tap©* And at two points 
the tearing off of the Scptch tape is clearly visible# 

These factors raise a question in my mind about ho w normal this damage was* If it 
is possible for you to male© an inquiry looking toward on answer, I would appreciate it* 

And I would like the books back* One may have an earlier address than the one on tide 
letterhead but it should be sent to me at this address*
